BACKGROUND 


The RT Blue Line runs from Meadowview (north) to Watt/ 1-80) wich is located in the City of Sacramento. The RT stations on this line are in close 
proximity to several federal, State, and local government buildings. An estimated 10,000 patrons commute on RT daily. The largest ridership numbers 
are between the hours of 3pm - 6pm (Mon-Fri). Current issues on these lines are; robberies, assaults, fare evaders, inebriates & loiterers. 


MISSION / EXECUTION / OBJECTIVES 


Advise, cite and/or arrest subjects for any and all "RT violations or terrorist acts" on the light rail trains & stations. Deploy Federal Air Marshals, 
State Parole, Probation, SSD, SPD & RT personnel to check RT patrons entering, leaving or riding RT light rail trains and/or buses. . We will also target 
the homeless camps on (RT/UP) private property along the tracks within close proximity of the Marconi RT Station. Subjects are frequently 
tresspassing along the right away and crossing the tracks to avoid using the Marconi and Arden overpasses.

TACTICAL ENTRY 

SHOTS FIRED PRIOR TO ENTRY 

Respond to threat(s).

Establish perimeter. 

Communicate intentions. 

Stabilize and assess the situation. 


Account for personnel. 

SHOTS FIRED AFTER ENTRY 

OFFICER DOWN - INTERIOR OR EXTERIOR 

Respond to threat(s). 

Respond to threat(s). 

Hold existing positions or more to cover. 

Initiate cover fire. 

If necessary, tactically withdraw and establish exterior perimeter. 

Evacuate downed officer. 

Treat as "barricaded subject" and account for personnel. 

If necessary, withdraw and establish exterior perimeter. 

HOSTAGE SITUATION OF OFFICER 

HOSTAGE RESCUE OF OFFICER 

Respond to threat(s). 

Hostage will give "hostage signal." 

Contain/secure immediate area. 

Rescue team leader will give signal back. 

Initiate negotiations, do not allow vehicles to move. 

When hostage is ready, hostage will drop. 

If hostage is in vehicle, throw keys out of the window. 

Rescue team leader will take clear shot at suspect. 

CRITICAL INCIDENT CHECKLIST 


- Inform local jurisdiction of incident. 


- Request additional law enforcement assistance. 

- Assign officer with tape recorder to ride in ambulance with injured. 

- Identify and secure all scenes (escape route, chase route, fatal scene, collision site, etc.). 

- Assign "scene recorder" at entrance/exit of each scene. 

- Limit entry into scene(s) to absolute minimum. 

- Protect sensitive investigative information; use hard line telephone. 

- Ask involved officer questions that are necessary to manage the scene and ensure public safety. 

- Collect/preserve perishable evidence. 

- Collect shooting officer(s) weapon if in possession (leave in holster, collect at appropriate time and place). 

- Check firearms of all witness officers. Document observations. 

- Have involved officer(s) taken to designated location by companion officer. 

- Have involved officer(s) sequestered with companion officer until interviewed. 

- Locate, identify, detain, and sequester all witnesses. Tape record statements, if possible. 

- If available, photograph scene without disturbing, contaminating, or collecting evidence. 

- Canvas the area for witnesses, evidence, vehicles, weapons, etc. 

- Notify incident commander. 

- Refer news media to public information officer.
